Anti-Aircraft Record 


Although the main responsibility | 
for night defence of Britain's cities’ 
falling more upen:

Actually their operations have 
exceeded the most optimistic’ 
anticipation of the experts.

Indeed the closer the approach 
to perfect gunlaying und perfect 
mmununition, the more is the rat- 
der likely to avoid danger if he 
kicks his rudder over or Jjeries 
his joystick on seeing the gun- 
flash, 


German Problem 


This problem, of course, is not 
peculiar to British gunners. The 
Germans are seeking to solve it, 
too, and the evidence provided by 
the number of Royal Air Force 
bombers returning safely from the 
increasingly heavy raids they now 
make over Nazi-held territory 
shows that the German gunners 
have us ye’ little reason to feel 
satisfied with the results of their 
fire. 

While the multiplication of guns 
preceeds anace as an essential part 
of Britain’s anti-aircraft defence 
plan, British guns no longer are 
used for a barriage in the real 
sense uf the word. This is because 
the concentration of fire brought 
to bear on a ‘plane from several 
quarters s'multaneously — is con- 
sidered far better than the fan- 
tastically expensive vrocedure of 
atterroting ta fill a large area of 
the sky with whizzing — shell 
fragments so that the enemy can’t 
get through. 

Though this can be dene with 
success against low-fiving bembers 
by quick firers specially situated 
to wuard svec'fic targets it can- 
not be done to save whole areas.

More than 100 civilians 
were Killed and over 200 
houses demolished as a result 
of the Japanese mass air raid 
over Chungking yesterday, 

Kighty Japanese ‘planes, 
fying in batches of 44, 27 and 
nine, participated in the raid 
and rained over 300 bombs on 
Various parts of the city. 
Many of the bombs missed 
their objectives and fell into 
the Yangtze. 

The first two batches, totall- 
ing 71 "p'anes, penetrated : -over 
Chungking almost . 8imultan- 
cously at 12.56 p.m., while the 
third batch broke in shortly 
after 1 p.m. 

The raiders were ‘Ereeted 
with an intense barrage of 
A.A, fire and were forced to 
break formation. One of the 
ralders was hit and believed 
to be damaged, 

Several big fires were start- 
ed by the bombing but they 
were promptly dealt with by 
fre fighters, Excellent service 
was also rendered by the 
Anti-Air Raid Rescue Squads 
who weére Prompt in remov- 
ing the dead and rushing the 
wounded to hospitals. —Cen- 
tral News,
